We have 
done our part and intend to remain true 
to our trust, but if- the won strike des- 
pite all our efforts to restrain-them, we 
arc powerless and cannot be held respon- 
sible for their actions."

PICKETS BECOME ACTIVE. 


Mr. Brown'* ultimatum was received 


quietly by the men. Meanwhile the de- 
rision of the men, to "fight to the bitter 
end" was made evident by decisive move- 
ments. Delegations of pickets, of con- 
siderable numerical strength, 
marched 


to all the freight houses. They stopped 
wagons and vans nnd chiefly by persua- 
sion (although there were-,.:i few scuf- 
fles) got the drivers to turn back with 
their loads. By noon it was said that 
practically no teaming 'was beiiig done 
at any of the freight houses. 


APPEAL FO RAID. 


The >co,ne at the Burlington warehouse 


was typical of the others. Two hundred 
wagons were lined up on Canal street 
when the delegation of strikers arrived. 
Members Of the delegation mounted plat- 
forms and wagons uncl made speeches, ap- 
pealing to the teamsters, "in the name 
of union brotherhood," to .stand by the 
freight handlers. The speeches went on 
for fully half nn hour. Meanwhile other 
trucks and wagons continued to arrive 
and Canal street and its intersections 
near the warehouse were soon,congested 
for bloi-ks. In the confusion somebody 
turned in a riot call, but the police who 
came rushing to the rescue, found no 
fighting—only wagons going away empty 
or partly loaded. 


WHOLESALERS DESPONDENT. 


The majority of Hie roads found them- 


selves us badly off as they were Monday 
when it came to handling such freight 
as reached the warehouses. The news of 
the failure of peace plans was received 
by the big wholesale houses, who will bo 
among

sufferers, 
with 


ploomy words and facer. Many of them 
have made practically no • attempts to 
ship goons since the strike began, hoping 
that nn parly settlement would relieve 
them of embarrassment. The;.1 had much 
faith in the power of the pressure which 
was being exerted in favor of a settle-

through today brought them to-a realiza- 
tion that a severe struggle^ of some 
length probably stares them in the face. 
They are already much behind in filling 
orders and it was said that more men 
were laid off today.

-All feared that 
McGee's prediction that a sympathetic 
strike would be forced upon the union 
was only too true.

,OOK FOR A BUMPER CROP 


Warm Weather and Rains Through 


out Northwest Give Promise of 


a Heavy Yield. 


ST. PAUL, July 10.—Special to the 


Journal—The warm weather and rains 
hroughout the northwest for a week 
have been of great benefit to crops, ac- 
cording to the report of the Northern 
>acific railway and prospects for a bump- 
er crop never looked better. 


Small grains were lodged in some plac- 


es along the Duluth division by -the 
leavy rains on the fourth and the fifth, 
and hail, fell in some parts of North Da- 
cota. The damage, however, was alight, 
and \vas more than offset by the benefit 
to other crops. 


Haying 'has begun in many parts of 


Minnesota-and-the. Dakotas, and will bo 
general the latter part .of this week. The 
vield in. all parts of'the northwest is re- 
jOrtcd heavy, although the -first crop of 
ilfalfa in some- parts of Montana was 
damaged-by excessive wet'weather,.and 
cutting has been somewhat delayed. 


The warm weather of the week was a 


great benefit to all kinds of crops and 
especially to corn and flax, 
ported growing well in all 
Minnesota and the Dakot.-u, and in many 
districts flax is in blossom. Continued 
warm weather is needed, however, for 
these crops.

DES MOINES, la., July 10.—The flood 


situation reached its roost alarming 
stage in the history of'the city early 
this morning. The DCS Moines river was 
twenty-one feet above low water mark 
at 7 o'clock, having risen three feet in 
less than ten hours. It is-still rising at 
a rapid rate. The Racoon river which 
empties into the Des Moin'es at this place, 
advanced'four feet between 3 and 7:30 
o'clock this morning and is' still going 


up. 
• 


The flood is at the highest point since 


1851 when the river was six feet deep 
over what is now occupied by thousands 
of residences, business houses and factor- 
ies. Ai that time the river was but one. 
foot higher than at present and it is evi- 
dent the old record will Boon be broken. 
Nothing but levees protect all this dis- 
trict and in two score places they have 
cither broken or given way. 


Hundreds of men arB_ working desper- 


aterv along' the leveea to save their 
homes and property but the water is 
slowly driving them from their positions. 
Residents of South' Des 'Moines-kept an 
anxious vigil »11 night long and at 4 
o'clock, owing to the breaking of a large 
section of the levee were forced to flee. 
Many thrilling rescues by boats are re- 
ported. Thousands of dollars worth of 
property was destroyed in thirty min- 
utes in'South Des Moines'and is is' now 
jracticaJly cut'oil' from'the rest of the 
city;' Four'-Ie*t~-6f--water 
is 'rushing 


through a district of twenty blocks.-05511- 
'pied oy. residences.'"In North .Des Moines 
a wide 'breach in the levee occurred 'at 8 
o'clock and four hundred residents-were 
forced to abandon their homes and much 
of their property. 


The situation is intensified by the nee 


essity of closing down the waterworks 
if the river advances another foot, anil 
the city will be without water for domes- 
tic consumption, factory use or fire pro- 
tection. Hundreds of men are construct- 
ing a temporary levee about the water- 
works, but the water rises almost as fast 
as.they work. Street car trajBc.has been 
abandoned on a number of lines and will 
have to be abandoned all over the city 
in a short time owing to water putting 
out the fires under the boilers of the 
power house. It is reported from Adel, 
Fort Dodge and other places above Des 
Moines that the -rivers are still rising, 
which is a greater menace to this city.

JQHNSTOWN, Pa, July 10.—A seri- 


ous' explosion occurred today in the roll- 


ing mill mine of the Cambria Steel com- 


pany, just outside the city limits. The 


scene of the exeplosion is in the "Klon- 
dike" heading of the mine and it is im- 


,j>ossieblc at present to give any definite 


estimate of the loss of life. 
The mine is 


one of the largest in the region 'and was 


the company's principal source of fuel 


supply. 


FITTSBURG, July. 10.—It is reported 


that an explosion occurred in the Cam- 
bria' Coal company's mine, near Johns- 
town, Pa., this afternoon, and that sev- 
eral hundred, miners are entombed. 


Six hundred roen are entombed in the 


mine. They are about r.wo .miles from 
the opening of the pit. Three men es- 
caped •'and ' report seeing many dead. 
One report says from 100 to 250 are 
dead. 
. 


Nearly '200 men were at work in this 


section, and it is feared that 175 have 
lost their lives. Among those known to 
be dead are Mine Foreman Harry Rodg- 
ers, his assistant, Wra. Blanch and Fire 
Bosses John Whitney and John Thomas, 
'who all perished from fire damp in a 
heroic attempt to'.save the miners. ' 


Of the number who-were at-work in 


the district' when the explosion occurred, 
fifty were Americans.

PRIMARY INSTEAD 


OF CONVENTION 


MONTGOMERY, Ala.,-July 10.—The 


state Democratic 
executive committee 


met here today to consider principally 
whether there shall bo a primary or con- 
vention to nominate a state ticket. 


Ninety per cent of the newspapers of 


the state, all candidates for state offices 
and former Gov.

demanding Senator Spooner's return to 
the senate and finally indorsing State

In the circuit court yesterday Judge 


Belden handed down his decision in the 
case of Milo B. Ranney vs. S. H. Hollis- 
ter, former sheriff of Walworth county. 
Kanney brought suit aa a private . citi- 
zen, alleging, that certain sums had been 
improperly allowed to Hollister on .bills 
presented by him ns sheriff, and alleging 
that the county board had no authority 
or power to enter into a contract with 
the* sheriff for 
his services, board of 


prisoners, etc., and demanding that the 
contract be declared void and that Hoi- 
lister be required to return the moneys 
so alleged to have been improperly paid 
to him. 


The complaint was demurred to on the 


grounds that it did not state facts suffi- 
cient to constitute 
a. cause of action; 


that Eanney ha-d not capacity to sue; 
that the court had no jurisdiction.of the 
subject matter of the action, and that 
.there was a defect of parties in that 
Walworlh county should 
have been a 


proper party plaintiff. 


The court sustains the demurrer, hold- 


ing that Hollister had no capacity to 
sue, it not appearing that the proper 
public authorities had refused to move 
in the matter, nor it being shown that 
there was reasonable and substantial 
reason for presuming they would refuse 
to act, that the accounts of the sheriff 
were properly itemized and allowed, and 
that the county bourd had authority and 
power to contract with the sheriff. 


The case is one that has naturally ex-

THADE FIGXIRES. 


American manufacturers were never 


making greater strides than at present. 
The figures for the past ten months show 
exports of manufactured goods made up 
"8 5 per cent of the total exports of the 
country as compared with 27.40 per cent 
same period previous year, while the 
exports for April formed 30.54 per cent 
as against 29.13 per cent for April, 1901. 
The imports of manufacturers' material 
for the ten months to May 1 formed 16 
per cent of the total. The value of all 
manufacturers' material for the ten 
months imported was $348,057,061 as 
compared with $280,801,407 same period 
of 1001, while the gain in exports 
manufactured products for April 
$4 500,000, the value exported for the ten 
months falling $5,486,314 below the cor- 
responding period last year.

THE ROUTE OF THE 


It would -be the rankest folly for any 


friend of a canal across the isthmus of 
Panama to take umbrage 
every .time 


some one arises 
to talk of some other 


route, for instance the Darien route. 
It may bo very possible it will be unwise 
in view of the admitted complications 
surrounding the Panama, route, to so act 
as to throw out of consideration other 
available routes, for in many respects 
tho Darien route, is superior to citlwr 
the Nicaragua or the Panama routes. 
What the country wants is an isthmus 
canal. To millions of people it is imma- 
terial whether it is through Nicaragua, 
across Durien or across Panama, or 
across Tehtuintepec.. The grand essen- 
tial thing is a canal 
somewhere along 


the isthmus. There has been so much 
talk afcout this matter that people now 
have come to religiously 'believe a canal 
across the narrow neck of land connect- 
ing the two'continents is an imperative 
necessity, and in consequence it will 
have to be provided for somewhere and 
somehow. If Columbia now acts badly, 
or if France does not do the right thing, 
in her Panama Canal company, we can 
turn to Nicaragua, or Tehauntepcc, or 
Darien. There is a choice of routes and 
we are. not obliged necessarily to take 
the first one offered.

favor of the latter. The decision does 
not interfere with the opinion of the su- 
preme court, rendered in the case of the 
city of Racine against Thomas J. Emer- 
son ,that the east outside street line of 
Wisconsin street is the Vilas line and 
that the southwest corner of the 
plain- 


tiff's promises is on that line. 


The decision gives the city of Bfieine 


the right to straighten the curb lines, iu 
accordance with an ordinance passed by 
the city council 'in 1900, and eannot im- 
peach the motive of the common coun- 
cil in enacting said 
ordinance, to say 


that the. ordinance is invalid, or that its 
enactment was or its enforcement will be 
unjust, unreasonable and oppressive, and 
not in the interests of promoting 
the 


general public welfare. 


The question of the rights of the city 


and Mr. Kmerson in regard to the street 
and euro line.- has 'been iu litigation for 
many years. Whether there will be an 
appeal from the deci.sicn of Judge Belden 
is not stated as yot. 


Below is the opinion in main:'

of law. The powers 
extended by the 


legislature

sive. Jur-t how far tluisfi powers extend, 
in any particular case, must, be deter- 
minedifi'nni the particular city charter. 


The city charter of Hncine. section 2S. 


provides:" 'Section

the case then, is 


whether the power va.i regularly, prop- 
prlv 
and 
rcasonnhlv exerciser!. It" is 


claimed liy the defendant that the coun- 
cil has a-b'solulc power to ennct ordi- 
nances and that they eannot'be inquired 
into -In' the courts unless it appears upon 
•the face 
of 
(he particular ordinances 


iliat it is manifestly unreasonable

Unjust. 


Elliott, in his admiro,l>le. (.realise on 


mills mid streets sny.-: 
"As long ai 


the municipal ofliccrs keep -within 
the 


limits of their authority and act. fairly, 
their conduct in ordering or making im- 
piovcments is not subject to judicial re- 
view, even-lliough injury may result to 
the owners of adjoining property." 
And 


"Broad as is Iho discretion of'HIP local 
authorities, they are. novorlliclp.s<=. not 
beyond judicial' control. Tf they order 
an' improvement for the purpose of op- 
pressing land owners, or from malice, or 
mere wantonness, the courts will inter- 
fore to protect. Hie propc.rty owners." 


The weight of authority seems to lie 


opposed to" inquiring into the motives of 
legislative bodies in the 
enactment of 


laws. It would seem, however, that, 
t'hoiigb perhaps treading upon dangerous 
Around, sonic latitude should be permit- 
ted and indulged in in this respect, in 
the interests of justice, ai has been indi- 
cated hy tho supreme court of Wiscon- 
nin. Btit the court does not deem any 
extended or decisive discussion of that 
question necessary here, for, granting 
Hint the court may inquire into the- mo- 
tive of' the common council in enacting 
the ordinance in question, beyond 
what 


appears on the face thereof, the court is 
not impressed 
that 
there 
is. anything 


substantial 
in the. evidence going 
to 


show that, the council acted ' upon 
any 


improper motive, or from 
any 
motive 


other than for the general public good, 
in the enactment of this ordinance. 


The interest and 
convenience of (he 


general public, the proper improvement 
of public thoroughfares, of efficient gov- 


ernment and administration of the mu- 
nicipality 
is the prime consideration. 


The council, in the exercise of its legisla- 
tive powers to prescribe curb lines, 
is 


not bound to-make the space 
on each 


side of the street derated to sidewalk 
and trees, equal. The .special interests 
abutting property owners on streets are 
not necessarily controlling. The interest 
to -be first and chiefly considered is- the 
Interest of the general public, the gen- 
eral and proper improvement of the 
street, and not -the special interest of 
anv particular individual. While it may 
be'desirablc. and .-sightly, to have the 
space devoted to sidewalk, and tree cul- 
ture, equal on 'both sides of the street, 
the council is not bound so to make it. 
The apparent purpose of the Onlinance 
in question is to straighten the curb 
line-; on the street, and that certainly ie 
a commendable purpose. It 
could not 


be presumed that it was or^js the pur- 
pose of the common councitjjio harass or 
annoy the plaintiff, 
or to destroy his 


trees excepting only in the interests of 
the general public—and the court is un- 
able to determine from the evidence 
in 


tc ease that there is any motive or any 
purpose other than to 3,-;rve tae general 
public interests. 


The, 
circumstance 
that the 
enforce- 


ment of the ordinance, in question 
may 


result in interfering with llie-trces which 
the plaintiff has heretofore, under prev- 
ious ordinances, maintained in front of 
his premises is not evidence or reason in 
liW to impeach the wisdom or 
expedi- 


ency of the ordinance as a public meas- 
ure. Whatever private rights an abut- 
ting lot owner may have in trees grown 
and maintained 'by him in front of his 
premises, must, of necessity and in 
the 


nature of things, 'be subordinate to the 
rights of the general public in the street, 
and to the control of the street by the 
city nuthoriie.s as trustees for the public. 
Nor is the fact that the establishment of 
he curb line? in accordance with 
the 


1900 ordinance may result 
in 
leaving 


somewhat more space for sidewalk 
and 


tree culture on one 
fide of the street 


than on the- other, evidence that the 
street will not he made, 'by the enforce- 
ment of the ordinance, more safe, com- 
modious and convenient for the general 
uses of the public than it was before. 


It surely would he most deplorable, in 


any instance, that ornamental and use- 
ful" shade trees, valued so much by 
an 


individual who ha? nurtured them, and 
by the pu'blic. should -be destroyed; and 
it i.s to be regretted that some 
means 


has not 'been devised, or some mutually 
amicable arrangements 
made 
whereby 


the desires of all parties interested in 
this'controversy could be generally met 
—and it would "not seem that such result 
were impossible.. 


The court is lina-hle -to impeach 
tho 


motive of the common council in enact- 
ing the 1900 ordinance, to say that the 
ordinance is invalid, or that its enact- 
ment was or its enforcement, will be un- 
just, unreasonable and oppressive, 
and 


not in the interests 
of promoting the 


general public welfare.

Carroto and Tnriiiim. 


Carrots In reasonable amounts are 


crcelient food for milk cows und have 
no tendency whatever to dry them off. 
Frozen cabbage leaves «re not Gt food 
for cows or auy other animals, but 
they will have no tendency to produce 
blimlr.oss. A great many people feed 
turnips and think them exeellent for 
cows. They liave a tendency to taint 
the milk, especially if fed just before 
or at milking time. If fed Immediate? 
]y after milking, this tendency Is re- 
d'uced to its minimum. The fresh tops 
of turnips and beets make a very pood 
relish for cows, but afford very little 
nutriment. They should be fed( spar- 
ingly and after cows have partially 
appeased their appetite and not just 
before milking, 


Cut Your Cano Fodder. 


It is wanton waste to throw fodder 


corn In tbe whole stalk before cows, 
especially If the canes are spread about 
the flelds. The cattle will destroy with 
their hoofs at least half of the fodder 
so fei It will always pay to cut the 
canes up and feed them from the 
manger. 


Timothy n»T to Prodacc Millr, 
Timothy hay Is given a somewhat 


higher feeding value than corn fodder, 
but practical farmers claim to find

While much has been done toward 


Improving curing rooms, the number 
that still remain in a poor condition 
is sntllcicnt to cause much loss In' 
both quality and weight in the general 
output everywhere. Dairy AVorld says 
it. has been found that cheese cured in 
a room where the temperature could' 
not be regulated lost from one-half to 
1 cent per pound in value besides a se- 
rious shrinkage hi weight. 


So great 1ms been the loss generally, 


during the last few years from poor 
curing rooms that wore all factories 
put in proper condition enough would 
bo saved in one year to cover the entire 
expense involved. This has been am- 
ply demonstrated by experiments con- 
ducted by Professor Dejin- at the On- 
tario Agricultural college, Mr. J. A, 
Rnddlck at Ottawa and also at the 
Geneva (X. Y.) experiment station. By 
each of the above olllcials and institu- 
tions it was fouud that a temperature 
higher than G5 degrees is injurious to 
choose in the curing stage.

PRECAUTIONS FOR SUMMER. 


HOIT to Guard AciilMt Illi Cml«a 


by Hot Weatfccr. 


Summer is the time for health, or 


should be for those who know how to 
profit by It, yet it has special dangers 
which must be guarded against. These 
are mostly due to the heat, and the 
oiglier the thermometer rises and the 
longer It stays high the greater they 
are. 


The chief sufferers are city dwellers, 


and it is of them mainly that ono 
thinks in very hot weather and espe- 
cially of the 
poor In the cities, 


says the Youth's Companion. They, 
live usually in contracted quarters In 
high tenements In small, poorly ven- 
tilated, sunless rooms. Cleanliness Is 
often impossible to them, for even if 
certain families are clean they suffer 
from the dirt of their neighbors. It is 
almost impossible for them to. get 
fresh and well prepared food, and tho 
walls of their houses uiid the pave- 
ments of the streets, baked during the 
day in tho merciless sun, give out their 
heat like so many immense ovens 
through the night. 


This can be endured for a short pe- 


riod, but as the heated term drags on, 
day and night, without relief, the con- 
ditions become worse' and worse and 
finally deadly. Children, especially ba- 
bies, suffer most, but all, young and 
old alike, are threatened at such a time. 


The two chief ills are sunstroke, the 


direct result of the stifling heat, and 
digestive disturbances caused by food 
which has begun to spoil. Much, how- 
ever, can be done to avert these ills. 
Those who are obliged to be in the 
streets Curing the day shouia carry 
umbrellas and be deliberate in their 
movements. 
They should be lightly 


and loosely clad and abstemious in 
food and drink. The less meat the bet- 
ter', and no wine or beer should be 
taken. 
In the house the air should have 


free access to every part, especially 
to the bedrooms and living rooms. It 
is a foolish practice to close the win- 
dows and draw the shades, as so many 
&o. It is a'fact thnt this often'does 
keep- the temperature a degree or two 
lower than -the outside air,' but the 
confined air soon-grows stagnant and 
unlit to breathe. It is- far better to 
have au uuapprcciable increase of heat 
and to have the air fresh and con- 
stantly changing. 


Water is the great supporter in hot 


weather-water internally and water 
externally—not Ice water, but cool wa- 
ter. Jluch water, little food, free air, 
moderate exercise, long rests, avoid- 
ance of the noonday sun and scrupu- 
lous cleanliness—these are tho preven- 
tives of disease in the .worst o'f torrid 
spells.

HOT,- to Mulct KonmlM. 


Take two quarts of milk, two table- 


spoonfuls of sugar, one-third of a cake 
of compressed yeast and three table- 
spoonfuls of water. Heat the milk to 
100 degrees F. Dissolve one-third of a 
veast cake in two tablespoonfuls of the 
milk. Boil the sugar with three table- 
spoonfuls of cold water. Mix all to- 
gether nod bottle at once. Cork firmly 
and stand in a warm place (TO degrees) 
over night. :N'ext morning place the 
bottles "carefully on their sides In n 
cool place for twenty-four hours. Open 
with a tup or use ordinary beer bottles.

' Most of us have heard that the ideal 
way of preserving to a string of real 
pearls thc-ir exquisite coloring and lus- 
ter is to always wear them round the 
neck-that is to. say, next to the skiu. 
Since, however, some people may ob- 
ject to this method, an excellent way 
of cleaning these beautiful jewels Is to 
put them in a soft cloth and sprinkle 
them with salt. Then tie them up in 
the cloth and rinse in tepid water till 
the salt Is dissolved, when you may re- 
move tho pearls and carefully dry 
them. 


How to Bnke Potntocn diUcklT. 
Put the potatoes Into boiling salted 


water and boll for ten minutes; pour 
off the water and put the potatoes Into 
a quick oven and bake until soft. 
It 


will take half the time to bake the po- 
tatoes in this manner that It will by 
the method of putting cold Into the 
oven. As soon as the potatoes are soft 
break the skin immediately. This al- 
lows the st«am to escape. The pota- 
toes will be drier and whiter by break- 
ing the skin. 


Hotv to Remove TlRlit RInRl. 


To remove a tight ring from the fin- 


ger pass a pieco of linen thread or fiue 
twine under the ring and wind it round 
and round the finger toward the tip.

During the proc- 
ess the rinir will be gently pushed up- 
ward till, little by little, it has moved 
along the string to a thinner part of 
the finger, whence it is easily removed,

" TVhen the habits of moths are nriiJer- 
etood, they can tie more effectually pre- 
vented. The moth millers make their 
.appearance in early spring.. They are 
torpid during the day, but are very ac- 
tive in the evening. During May and 
June they deposit their eggs- in dark 
places. When a moth miller has laid 
its qsota of eggs, it dies. The eggs are 
very small and are hatched In about 
two weeks. 


The yoniig worm begins its destruc- 


tive work at once and continues until 
cold weather, says What to Eat. It Is 
.torpid and harmless during the winter. 
In late winter It changes Into a chrysa- 
lis and later into a. winged moth. If 
these winged moths are not allowed to 
enter the house to deposit their eggs, 
there will be no trouble with moths. 
The window and door-screens should 
be placed In the windows and doors 
early In the season and a close .watch 
kept for. the moth miller., 


Moths-always work In.the. dark. Furs 


and-woolen clothing .have a special at- 
traction for them, and.-a sollQd gar- 
ment or a dirty spot on-a garment will 
attract' thciD^ hence'every garment 
shoulfl '.be' elettn when it Is put away 
for'the. summer. Furs: and'all woolen 
clothing that are not needed during the 
summer should..be hung.out)a the open 
air a'nd gently beaten a'ud well brushed 
and then wrapped-ln newspapers with 
plenty of .camphor-gum. Newspapers 
hre' sooilAfor.wrapping/About clothing, 
because-'the.printers'iiik la offensive to 
the moths. 'When- wrapped, put In a 
cedar chest -If a cedar'chest is not ob- 
tainable, use an ordinary bor and paste 
thick paper around the, edges. Woolen 
garments that require washing should 
be washed and packed away In the 
same manner. It Is a good plaa to 
write on the box the.names of the'dit- 
ferent garments placed Inside. 


When the carpets are taken tip in the 


spring, the floor should 'be washed to 
remove the dust, then washed in water 
to which turpentine has been added in 
the proportion of a tablespoonful to 
each quart of water, care being taken 
cot to neglect the cracks and places 
where heavy pieces of' furniture are 
placed. When dry, sprinkle ground 
black pepper along the baseboards. 


now to Clean Wall r»per. 


To clean wall paper without injury 


to Its gloss or general effect take four 
ounces of pumice stone in fine powder- 
ed' form and mix It with one quart of 
flour. When this has been thoroughly 
done with the hands add. enough water 
to knead the mess into a thick dough. 
Form the dough into;several rolls about 
as long as the width of each strip of 
wall paper and two inches in diameter. 
Wrap some white cotton cloth around 
each roll and stretch'it in place; then 
boil about three-quarters- of an hour. 
In that 'time the do'ugti rollg are firm 
and the covering can' be removed. Rub 
the soiled paper with these rolls. Not 
only will ordinary dirt spots be re- 
moved, but grease will be absorbed by 
them. 
After' rubbing carefully dust 


the paper, and if more spots remain 
repeat the process. 


HOTT to Cure Bee Stinfln. 


First pull the sting from the flesh, 


then bruise tbe fresh leaves of the com- 
mon weed known as vervain and rub 
the wound well with them, after which 
bind to it a plaster of. the crushed 
leaves well moistened, says The Ladies' 
Home Journal. This will prevent'swell- 
ing and rase the pain. Vervain may be 
used In its dried state by steeping tbe 
leaves in hot water. It is gathered In 
September by negro nurses In'the south 
and hung up to dry for winter use, 


Hovr to Clean KloJtel Plate. 


To clean tbe nickel plate of the bath- 


room a mixture of washing soda and 
ammonia may be used for the cleaning 
part, with a little thin whiting paste 
when it comes to the polishing. These

the last ditch." 


Teamsters quit work in sympathy and 


Hugh McGee, president of the Truck- 
mens' union gave utterance to the most 
serious stateniei t of the day: 


Mr. McGee said: "We have not given 


our men authority to strike and are de- 
claiming against such action. We are 
insisting on our members living up to 
the contracts we have made with our em- 
ployers but they will not listen to us and 
I believe 4,000 teamsters will be mixed 
in the struggle before night. We have 
done our part and intend to remain true 
to o\ir trust, but i£> the m»n strike des- 
pite all our efforts to restrain -them, we 
are powerless and cannot be held respon- 
sible for their actions."

If what. Mr. McGeee fears reaches con- 


summation the worst strike since 'tha 
great railway strike- will be in progress 
in Chicago. 


PICKETS BECOME ACTIVE. 


Mr. Brown's ultimatum was received 


quietly by the men. Meanwhile the de- 
cision of the men, to ''fight to the bitter 
end" was made evident by decisive move- 
ments. Delegations of pickets, of con- 
siderable numerical strength, 
marched 


to all the freight houses. They stopped 
wagons and vans and chiefly by persua- 
sion (although there were;..»i few scuf- 
fles) got the drivers to turn back with 
their loads. By noon it was said that 
practically no teaming was being done 
at any of the freight houses. 


APPEAL FO RAID. 


The scene at the Burlington warehouse 


was typical of the others. Two hundred 
wagons were lined up on Canal street 
when the delegation of strikers arrived. 
Members of the delegation mounted plat- 
forms and wagons and made speeches, ap- 
pealing to the teamsters, "in the name 
of union brotherhood," to .stand by the 
freight handlers. The speeches went on 
for fully half an hour. Meanwhile other 
trucks and wagons continued to arrive 
and Canal street and its 
intersections 


near the warehouse were soon,congested 
for blocks. In the confusion somebody 
turned in a riot call, but the police who 
came rushing to the resciie, found no 
fighting—only wagons going away empty 
or partly loaded. 


WHOLESALERS DESPONDENT. 


The majority of the roads found them- 


selves as badly off as they were Monday 
when it came to handling such freight 
as reached the warehouses. The news of 
the failure of peace plans was received 
by the big wholesale houses, who will be 
among 
the 
greatest 
stiff erers, 
with 


gloomy words and faces. Many of them 
have made practically no ' attempts to 
ship goods since the strike began, hoping 
that an early settlement would relieve 
them of embarrassment.

1851 when the river was six feet deep 
over what is now occupied by thousands 
of. residences, business houses and factor- 
ies. At that time the river was but one 
foot higher than at present and it is evj:

JANESVILLE, July 9—Intense ex- 


citement, an attempt by the La Follette 
bolters in the First district.to stampede 
the convention by the holding of a rival 
convention in the midst of the regularly 
organized convention of the district, the 


• rival reading of resolutions 
indorsing 


the governor while the convention was 
acting on resolutions indorsing United 
States Senator Spooner and State Sena- 
tor John M. Whitehead, the tearing up 
of the La Follette resolutions by T. S. 
Nolan, chairman of the Eock county Re- 
publican committee and an enthusiastic 
stalwart, and the election of two sets 
of delegates from 
this district wore 


among the sensational 
episodes which 


made the Rock county Republican con- 
vention held yesterday for the election 
of delegates to the state convention a 
unique one in the history of county poli- 
ties. 


In spite of the frantic efforts of the 


bolters, the three assembly districts of 
Hock county adopted resolutions indors- 
ing President Roosevelt and naming him 
aa the party's presidential nominee in 1904, 
commending United States Senators John 
C. Spooner and Joseph V. Quarles and 
demanding Senator Spooner's return to 
the senate and finally indorsing State 
Senator John M. Whitehead, commending 
his course, and instructing the delegates 
to use every honorable means to secur 
his nomination for governor in the state 
convention 
at LMadison, July 16. The 


county also elected a set of solid stal- 
wart delegates to the state convention. 


DEMOCRATS VOTED, 


The, excitement of the day was in the 


First assembly district, in which the con- 
tested cases of Porter and Rock played 
the important part. At a meeting of 
the county committee 
held 
yesterday 


morning it was decided to report in fa- 
vor of dividing the town of Porter dele- 
elation seating both the La Follette and 
the stalwart delegates and giving each 
one-half vote, and it was further decided 
to report in favor of unseating the La 
Follette delegates elected from the town 
of Rock by Democratic votes and to. seat 
the stalwart delegates who would "have 
been elected had there been no fraud. 


- The report oi the committee to the 
First assembly district was in part os 
follows: 


"It appears by returns that delegates 


who are commonly called stalwart dele- 
gates received fifty-six votes; that the 
so-called La Follette delegates received 
seventy-eight votes. There were pre- 
sented" the affidavits of fifty-five, Republi- 
can voters who voted the stalwart tick- 
et. There was presented to your com- 
mittee the affidavit of Chark-3 Kilmer, a 
Democrat, member of the town board, 
elected on the Democratic ticket, who 
has lived in the town thirty-five years, 
who is acquainted with all of the Demo- 
cratic electors of said town; that ?aid 
.Kilmer has examined the list of voters 
of said caucus and he has presented to 
your committee the names of eighteen 
Democratic votes cast at said caucus, 
Democrats who have always and regular- 
ly voted the Democratic ticket. There 
was presented the affidavit 'of William 
Brinkman. who has examined the list of 
voters who voted at that caucus, and he 
"ivcs the names-of twenty-one Demo- 
crats, and have regularly been Demo- 
crats, who voted at said caucus. There 
was also presented the affidavit of Jos- 
eph Williams, who presents the names of 
twenty-four voters who were and have 
regularly been -Democratic voters in- said 
town, and that all of said persons are 
'now affiliated with the Democratic elec- 
tors who voted at said caucus; that tak- 
ing twenty.-four from seventy-eight votes 
leaves fifty-four. The further fact has 
b'een proven to your committee that at 
said caucus a large number of persona 
vo'sd who wore unknown to any of the 
men who have been prominent in Repub- 
lican politics in the town of Hock for 
many years. 


"It further appears that the Demo- 


crats were challenged, but that one of 
the tellers declined to act upon the're- 
fusal of Democrats to answer as to their 
politics; that said teller 
received 
the 


votes and put the same in the same box 
with the other votes and they 
were 


eventually counted. 


"Your committee feels that it is justi- 


fied in reporting that there was offered 
to it absolute and indisputable proof of 
the most flagrant violation of the spirit 
and letter of our caucus law in said.town 
of Rock. We feel that it was an out- 
rage not only upon the Republican party, 
but one upon the entire citizenship of 
the state of Wisconsin. It is claimed 
that this kind of work \vas done 'in the 
interests of reform.' If the time has 
come when Democratic voters can deter- 
mine the choice of Republican electors, 
or when Republicans can determine the 
choice of Democratic electors, then sure- 
ly steps should be taken to right such 
•A outrage." 
GETTLE PRECIPITATES; SPLIT. 
The bolt by the La Follette delegates 


in the Third district was made immed- 
iately on the attempt of Chairman Hed- 
dles to organize the convention.: Mr. 
Hcddles was- appointed 
in conformity 


with the established custom by which .all 
county conventions, joint and assembly, 
are called to order by' a representative 
of the county committee. The La Fol- 
lette factionists recognized that without 
one of their number in the chair the del- 
egates whose seats were in question and 
to whom credentials had been refused 
would not be permitted to vote on the 
report of the county committee, and that 
without their votes the report would cer- 
tainly be accepted, insuring a safe stal- 
wart majority of eight in the only dis- 
trict where the La Follette men had even 
a righting show. 


Consequently L. E. .Gettle, of Edger- 


ton, without waiting for recognition, 
jumped to his feet and insisted that the 
district had a right to organize its own 
•onvention and elect its own chairman. 
The La Follette faction, including the 
lelrgates whose scats were in dispute, 
then proceeded to elect J. E. Colony 
chairman and C. McCoy secretary. 


T'ue stalwarts did not leave their seats 


n the convention, which, meantime, was 
proceeding with the 
regular 
business. 


Side by side the two conventions proceed- 
ed, the two chairmen standing almost in 
touch of one another. The utmost eon- 
'usion 
prevailed, the seceding 
faction 


plainly seeking to drown out their suc- 
cessful opponents. 


LA FOLLETTE RESOLUTIONS. 


Affairs reached a climax when W. W. 


Clarke of Milton introduced the resolu- 
tions 
indorsing Senators Spooner and 


Whitehead. Rushing to the front of the 
room L. E. Gettle proceeded to read at 
the top of his voice a set- of resolutions 
patterned after those adopted in Vernon 
county and upholding the executive ma- 
chine, Mr. Gettle made so much noise 
that the recognized speaker before the 
convention could not be heard, and in 
order to silence the disturbance T. S. 
Nolan darted across the room, snatched 
the La Follette resolutions from Mr. 
Gettle's hand and tore them to pieces, 
scattering them on the floor. .

Men rushed to the aid of the two prin- 


cipals and a fistic encounter seemed im- 
minent when cooler heads intervened. 


The convention resumed its work, 


adopted the stalwart 
resolutions 
and 


elected stalwart delegates.

ference to the matter th;?t"he has shown 
for over t\vo years, or since he wrote an 
open letter saying that he would not be 
a candidate for re-election, owing to the 
fact that his wife's health demanded 
a 


return to Wisconsin, also his desire to 
re.-ume the practice of law. Since that 
time, however, Mrs. Spooner's health has 
improved wonderfully: 
in fact, she is 


now in perfect health, it is said. Still 
the senator some months ago, when it 
was thought wise that something should 
be said, refused to recall what he said in 
the letter, telling leading Republicans 
who visited him in Washington that he 
should say absolutely nothing at that 
time or at any future period. Ho is un- 
doubtedly at this time following the ad- 
vice of far-seeing men in public affairs 
and keeping out of a possible contro- 
versy, at the same time maintaining the 
dignity of a man who has won fame as a 
senator, and who is above such a thing.

This is not a statement made because of 
home praise but it has been acknowled- 
ed and stands foremost on the records 
of the firemen's journals of the country. 


The report which has just been com- 


piled and sent out by the government of- 
ficials containing the reports of the fire 
chiefs of every city in the United States 
shows that the Eacinc firemeri. have done 
excellent work 'for the year 1001 and 
barring a very small marginal percent- 
age they have been unexcelled by any in 
the country. 


From the report is is found that 99 per 


cent of the fires which occurred were 
confined to the buildings where they or- 
iginated, or 104 alarms were responded 
to and out of this number only on one 
occasion did the {lames roach an adjoin- 
ing building. The value of the property 
destroyed amounted to $259,735, on which 
there was $108,075 of insurance. 


The loss by insurance was $89,878 and 


of this $44,000 was on the Plate tannery 
which was burned to the ground. The 
total loss on buildings where the fire 
spread to was only $204. 


The apparatus with which the city of 


Racine is equipped consists of five hose 
companies, three regular 
hose 
wagons 


and two combinations. One of the com- 
bination wagons is stationed at the city 
hall while the other is at the Ju'nction at 
No. 1. 


There are also three steamers in' use 


and one hook and ladder truck. The 
hook'and ladder is stationed at the city 
hall and the steamers one''at No. 2 on 
State street, one at No. 3 on Sixth street 
and the third at Xo. 1 at the Junction. 


There are twenty-seven firemen in the 


city besides Fire Chief James Cape and 
Assistant Fire Chief Henry Blake. 


The crew of the hook and ladder con- 


sists of six men, there are four at No. 1, 
at the Junction, four at Xo. 2 on State 
street, four at Xo. 3 on Sixth street, five 
at Xo. 4 at the corner of Lincoln and 
Barker streets and four at Xo. 5 at the 
city hall. 


At the city nail there is kept in use 


over 830 feet of hose while all of the 
other departments are equipped with 600 
feet. 


There are 42 fire alarm boxes in the 


city located in the most convenient and 
thickly settled districts. The keys to 
these boxes are always kept at the near- 
est dwelling or building. Several of the 
boxes are of the automatic kind and 
can be opened b;r hand. 


From these boxes the alarms are sent 


in and the automatic registers at the 
stations show with marks on tapn what 
the number of the box is from where the 
alarm is sent. The gongs ring at the 
station and the city hall bell aUo taps 
the number of the alarm. The horses 
run out at the same time, as the auto- 
matic doors swing open. 


The engines are only brought out to 


fires when it is known that the alarm is 
from a factory 
district. All 
the de- 


partments do not respond to every fire 
but arc divisionod as follows: 
South of 


Seventh street in the dwelling district 
Nos. 3. 5 and 1 and hook and ladder re- 
spond and if from factory district Xo. 2 
is called out additional. The hook and 
ladder and chemical respond to nil fires. 


North of Seventh street Nos. 2, 3 and 


4, and hook and ladder crew. To the

north side of the river all the depart- 
ments except No. 1 respond. 


The telephones, both 
Wisconsin . and 


Citizens', run into all the stations and 
are on the same circuit, and an alarm 
sent in to one station is heard by all. 
If the alarm is sent in by box from the. 
south side No. 4 would turn in the 
alarm by means of a Iransposing Morse 
key, and if the alarm was sent in from 
the north side the conditions would be 
reversed. 


I 
The central station for, all the <i!arr:.s 


is the city hall, and in the upper depart- 
ment of the building is located an auto- 
matic switch board of six circuits. The 
system of wires about the city connect- 
ing the alarm boxes is divided into six 
circuits so that in case 
an 'accident 


should occur on one of the circuits the 
other three would still be in working 
order. 


The system, which is called the Game- 


well, and considered the best in the 
country, consists of 40 miles of wire and 
a 230 cell battery, all of these being the 
sole property of the city and is taken 
care of and repaired by Peter Ritter, the 
electrician, who is also a member of de- 
partment No. a. 


The members of the various depart- 


ments are continually on duty and sleep 
at the stations. The sleeping 
apart- 


ments are equipped with neat cots and 
the rooms are kept in excellent, clean 
and neat condition. 


Many people in passing by a fire de- 


partment station can be heard to utter 
such a remark, "What a snap those fel- 
lows have." Little these people realize 
what an unreinunerative employment 
the firemen are in, they are paid by the 
city not so much for the amount of hard 
work that there may be to do but on 
account- of the inconvenience they have 
to suffer. They must be at the station 
during the entire night and day and are 
only permitted to be absent from the 
place during their meal hours. 


The Xo. 3 department .is the oldest in 


the city and was organized in June, 1S49. 
The first volunteer crew was organized 
at a meeting of the board of trustees of 
the village, which was held January 22, 
1843 with B.'B. Gary as president, Levi 
Blake and Anson Filer as trustees and 
Isaac 'Harmon as clerk. The company 
organized at this time was Fire Com- 
pany, Engine Xo. 1. Many of the mem- 
bers of the old time volunteer .crews 
who are still living relate some very in- 
teresting stories of the. work done in the 
days! when Racine was a mere settle- 
ment. 


The Racine tire department today is 


one of the' finest in the country and the 
excellent condition of the departments 
is due in a great part to the untiring 
and efficient work of the chief, James 
Cape, who is surely the right man in the 
right place.

Levees in Des Moines are weakening and 
if a break occurs hundreds of aunes of 
residential property will be flooded. 


From Atlantic comes the report that

SENATOR SFOONER ATSD HIS STATE. 


It is intimated 'by outside correspon- 


dents, not under the influence of the Re- 
publican' league or the La Follette cir- 
cles, that the 
re-election of ' Senator 


Spooner lays with the governor directly, 
and that no matter the real sentiments 
•of the majority of the members of the 
state convention, no endorsement of the 
senator can be looked for if the governor 
says no. An endorsement.of his services 
can not be refused but that an endorse- 
ment for another term will necessarily 
follow, is quite another question. This 
is not an unnatural view to be taken, 
considering, says the correspondent of 
the Inter Ocean, that it is plainly inti- 
mated by near supporters of the gover- 
nor that first Senator Spooner must se- 
cure an endorsement from the governor 
•himself/'then the matter will be consid- 
ered, and indeed it must be admitted 
since the Dane county convention re- 
fused to endorse the senator for another 
term, but turned the resolutions down, 
that the thing does have this appear- 
ance. 


Again, the governor may feel that the 


opposition against him and the fight 
against his primary election reform fea- 
tures, now that he feels certain of con- 
trolling the convention, .may justify an 
anti Spooner attitude with the theory 
that if the state must have Senator 
Spooner the convention must first en- 
dorso the Stevens primary election bill 
and the stalwarts cease all opposition. 


But it will 'be an exceedingly cold day 


or hot day, either way, when Senator 
Spooner asks of Governor La Follette an 
endorsement. It is true the senator did 
write a rather strong letter, declining to 
be a candidate again, but those who 
know the senator best., understand the 
private reasons which led to this letter 
have disappeared, and that he will ac- 
cept the call of the Republicans of his 
state, Imt then Senator Spooner is not 
suing at the feet of any man or set of 
men. The services of this most 
distin- 


guished senator, far more than of state 
fame, should not bo placed in any such 
category as 
being subjected to the 


whims of any divisions in his party, lie 
is the senator not only of his party, but

TR.ADE FIGURES. 


American manufacturers were never 


making greater strides than at 
present. 


The figures for the past ten months show 
exports of manufactured goods roade up 
28.5 per cent of the total exports of the 
country as compared with 27.40 per cent 
same period previous year, while the 
exports for April formed 36.54 per cent 
as against 29.15 per cerit for April, 1901. 
The imports of manufacturers' material 
for the ten months to May 1 formed 16 
per cent of the total. The value of all 
manufacturers' 
material for the ten 


months imported was $348,657,0(51 as 
compared with $280,801,407 same period 
of 1001, while the gain in exports of 
manufactured products for April was 
$4,500,000, the value exported for the ten 
months falling $5,486,814 below the cor- 
responding period last year. 


The manufactured products of the 


country composed over a third of the 
total exports, for April 36.54 per cent, 
compared with 
29.05 per cent same 


month, 1901. The percentage for the ten 
months 
of exports- of manufactured 


goods is the highest yet recorded except 
the year 1900. 


Some figures erf interest are given in 


the treasury figure's showing the great 
strides in some lines of manufactures. 
"The largest increase on the sides of the 
exports is in cotton goods, which in the 
present'fiscal year will exceed by 25 per

For the ten months ending with April 
the total exports of cotton manufactures 
were $26,436,370, and for the single 
month of April were $3,032,718, indicat- 
ing that for the full fiscal year the total 
will exceed $30,000,000. 


"This increase is chiefly in cotton 


cloths, and a large proportion of the 
growth is in exports to China. Our ex- 
ports of cotton cloths to China have 
more than doubled sinca 1900. 


'An analysis of the exports of manu- 


factures indicates that the chief reduc- 
tion is in iron and steel manufactures, 
and that, there are marked increases in 
other lines. Iron and steel manufactures 
alone , chiefly by reason of the unusual 
home demand, fell $10,000,000 below the 
exports of last year; while the fact that 
the total exports of manufactures are 
but $5,500,000 less than those of last 
year indicates that in other lines of 
manufacture there has been a marked 
gain. 


"On the imports side of manufacturers 


materials chemicals lead and show a 
growth of $44,500,000 in the ten months 
of .last year to over $48,000,000 in 
the 


ten months of the present fiscal year; 
raw cotton, from 39,000,000 pounds to 
87,000,000 'pounds; copper ore, from $8,- 
000,000 in value to over $12,000,000; 
fibres, for use 
in manufacturing, 
from 


$18,000,000 to $25,000,000; 
hides 
and 


skins, from .$37,000,000 to $49,000,000; 
raw silk, from $23,000,000 to $36,000,000; 
tin. from $59.000,000 pounds to 64,000,- 
000 pounds of leaf tobacco, from 12,000,- 
000 pounds to 15,000,000. pounds, from 
less than $10,000,000 to over $15,000,000,

THE ROUTE OF THE .OAWAJi. 


It would be the rankest folly for any 


friend of a canal across the isthmus of 
Panama to take umbrage every .time 
some one arises to talk of some other 
route, for instance the Darien route. 
It may be very possible it will be unwise 
in view of the admitted complications 
surrounding the Panama route, to so act 
as to thro-w out of consideration other 
available routes, for in many 
respects 


the Darien route, is superior to either 
the Nicaragua 
or the Panama' routes. 


What the country wants is an isthmus 
canal. To millions of people it is imma- 
terial whether it is through Nicaragua, 
across Darien or across Panama, or 
across Tehauntepec.. The grand essen- 
tial thing is a canal somewhere along 
the isthmus. 
There has been so much 


talk about this matter that people now 
have come to religiously 'believe a canal 
across the narrow neck of land connect- 
ing the two-continents is an imperative 
necessity, and in consequence it will 
have to be provided for somewhere and 
somehow. If Columbia now acts badly, 
or if France does not do the right thing, 
in her Panama Canal company, we can 
turn to Nicaragua, or Tehauntepec, or 
Darien. There is a choice of routes and 
we are. not obliged necessarily to take 
the first one offered.

Thus, one is informed that there 
arc engaged in manufacturing pursuits 
and mechanical pursuits exactly 7,114,- 
885 persons. This is satisfying, .indeed, 
but the learner of things statistical 
reads along and is informed that as a 
fact the number engaged in manufactur- 
ing and mechanical pursuits is not 
7,114,297 but 8,208,266, for the very sim- 
ple reason that there are others, so to 
speak, coming in this category and yet 
not in another way coming into this 
classification. 
This extra 
number is 


made up as follows: 
"708,867 proprie- 


tors and members of firms engaged in 
manufacture, 397,174 clerks., book-keep- 
ers and other office employes of manu- 
facturing establishments and 87;92S of- 
ficials 
and 
employes of educational, 


penal, charitable and other institutions 
in which manufacturing is carried on, 
which would raise the grand total to 
8,308,206.-" 


The number of people engaged in gain- 


ful occupations over/ 10 years of age is 
placed at 29,297,450 and distributed 
as 


follows: 
Agricultural pursuits, 10,434,- 


885; 
manufacturing and mechanical, 


7,114,297; professional service, 1,204,923; 
domestic and personal service, 5,692,865; 
trade and transportation, 4,791,480. But 
when is added to the other ocupations, 
as is done in manufacturing and mechan- 
ical, there a.re additional millions. What 
people would like to be informed of is, 
where the period so to speak ends, the 
punctuation point.

laws will make the roll larger by $4,000,-

King Ed- 
ward may go on board his yacht for a 
few days' cruise, but he is more likely 
to remain in London till the affair is 
over and then take a prolonged holiday.

DECISION IN 


FAVOR OF CITY 


Judge Belden Decides Case of Em- 


erson Against City of Racine. 


HOLDS THAT ORDINANCE 


OF YEAR 1900 IS GOOD 


That the City Can Designate Where Curb 


Lines Shall be Placed—Doei Not 


IntuL-fere With Opinion 


of Supreme Court. 


In the 
circuifc court this morning, 


Judge E. B. Balden handed down a de-' 
cision in the case of Thomas J. Emerson 
against the city of Racine it being in 
favor of the latter. The decision does 
not interfere with the opinion of the su- 
preme court, rendered in the case of the 
city of Raeine against Thomas J. Emer- 
son ,that the east outside street, line of 
Wisconsin street is the Vilas line and 
that the southwest corner of the plain- 
tiff's premises is on that line. 


The decision gives the city of Raeine 


the right to straighten the curb lines, in 
accordance, with an ordinance passed by 
the city council in 1900, and cannot im- 
peach the motive of the common coun- 
cil in enacting said ordinance, to say 
that the ordinance is invalid, or that its 
enactment was or its enforcement will be 
unjust, unreasonable and oppressive, and 
not in the interests of promoting 
the 


general public welfare. 


The question of the righta of the city 


and Mr. Emerson in regard to the street 
and euro lines has -been in litigation for 
many years. Whether there will be an 
appeal from the decision oi Judge Belden 
is not stated aa yet. 


Below is the opinion in main:' 
Plaintiff aljeges said 
1000 ordinance 


to be invalid,, as he alleges, it attempts, 
in effect to enforce the street line as at 
tempted to be fixed by the ordinance of 
1S81; because of the error in the point of 
beginning for the curb line under the 
1!)00 ordinance and because its passage 
is, and its enforcement would ifae, as al- 
leged, an unreasonable and oppressive 
exercise of the legislative powers of the' 
city council. 


The authorities are in substantial har- 


mony upon the proposition that the leg- 
islature may invest local bodies with 
exclusive jurisdiction over the 
public, 


ways of the locality, and when the local 
body acts by virtue of such grant of 
power its enactments have all the force 
of law. The powers extended by 
the 


legislature 
to 
municipal corporations 


over streets are generally very 
exten- 


sive. Just how far these powers extend, 
in any particular case, must be deter- 
in ined<from the particular city charter. 


The c'ity charter of Racine, section 28, 


provides:" 'Section 20. The 
common 


council shall have * * 
full power and 


authority to make, enact, ordain, estab- 
lish, publish enforce alter modify amend 
:iiul repeal 
nil such ordinances * * 


for carrying into effect the powers vest- 
ed in said common council, as they shall 
deem expedient; * * and such ordi- 
nances, rules, by-laws and regulations 
arc hereby declared to be. and to have 
the force of law: 
* * and 
for these 


purposes the common council shall have 
authority, anything in the general laws 
of this state 
to the, contrary notwith- 


standing, by ordinances .resolutions, by- 
laws rules" or regulations: * * 32. 
To control regulate and repair * * 
•widen, straighten and vacate streets and 
alleys, and"establish and 
alter, their 


grades thereof and to prevent * * the. 
same from encroachment." 


Also See. 60, of the city charter, reads: 


"The common council, shall have 
the 


power 
by ordinance 
to prescribe 
the 


width of the sidewalks, the lines upon 
which the ciirbings shall be set, ..and 
what, part of the sidewalk spaces may be 
used for the planting of shade'or orna- 
mental trees * * " etc. 


There is no doubb but that the com- 


mon council had the legislative power to. 
do what is attempted to be done by, and 
to enact the ordinance of 1000: and the 
mode of exercising such power is defined 
by the charter i. e. by ordinance. The 
only question 
in the case then, ia 


whether the power was regularly, prop- 
erly 
nnd 
reasonably exercised. It" is 


claimed -by the defendant that the coun- 
cil has a-hsolute pcnvcr 
to enact ordi- 


nances and that they cannot 'be inquired 
into-by the courts unless it appears upon 
the face 
of 
the particular ordinances 


that it is manifestly unreasonable and 
unjust. 


Elliott, in his mlmira'ble treatise on 


roads and streets snys: 
"As long as 


ihe municipal officers keep within 
the 


limits of their authority and act fairly, 
their conduct in ordering or making im- 
provements is not subject to judicial re- 
view, even though injury may result to 
the owners of adjoining property." 
And 


"Broad as is the discretion of'the local 
authorities, they are, nevertheless, not 
beyond judicial control. 
Tf they order 


an improvement for the purpose of op- 
pressing land owners, or from malice, or 
mere wantonness, the courts will inter- 
fere to protect the. property owners." 


The weight of authority seems to be 


opposed to inquiring into the motives of 
legislative bodies in the 
enactment of 


laws. It would seem, however, that, 
though perhaps treading upon dangerous 
ground, some latitude should be permit- 
ted and indulged in in this respect, in 
the interests of justice, as has been indi- 
cated by the supreme court of Wiscon- 
r.in, But the court does not deem any 
extended or decisive discussion of that, 
•question necessary here, for, granting 
that the court may inquire into the mo- 
tive of' the. common council in enacting 
the ordinance in question, beyond what 
appears on the face thereof, the court is 
not impressed that there, is anything 
substantial in the, evidence going to 
show that the council acted ' iipon 
any 


improper motive, or from 
any 
motive 


other than for the general public good, 
in the cnaetmenr of this ordinance. 


The interest and 
convenience of the 


general pu-blic, the proper improvement 
of public thoroughfares, of .efficient gov- 


ernment and administration of the mu- 
nicipality is the prime consideration. 
The council, in the exercise of its legisla- 
tive powers to prescribe curb lines, is 
not bound to make the space on each 
side-of-the street devoted to sidewalk 
and trees, equal. The .special 
interests 


abutting property owners on streets are 
not necessarily controlling. The interest 
to >bc first and chiefly considered is the 
interest of the general public, the gen- 
eral and proper improvement 
of the 


street, and nofc the special interest of 
any particular individual. While it may 
be desirable, and sightly, to have the 
space devoted to sidewalk, and tree cul- 
ture;, equal on tooth sides ~oi the street, 
the council is not bound so to make it. 
The. apparent purpose of the ordinance 
in question is to straighten the curb 
linea on the street, and that certainly -is 
a commendable purpose. It could not 
be presumed that it was or ,is the pur- 
pose of the common couneil/to harass or 
annoy the plaintiff, or to destroy his 
trees excepting only in the interests of 
the general public—and the court is un- 
able to determine from the evidence in 
te case that there is any motive or any 
purpose other than to Sv;rve the general 
pu-blic interests. 


The circumstance that, the enforce- 


ment of the ordinance, in question 
may 


result in interfering with the-trees which 
the plaintiff has heretofore, under prev- 
ious ordinances, maintained in front- of 
his premises is not evidence or reason in 
law to impeach the wisdom or expedi- 
ency of the ordinance as a public meas- 
ure. Whatever private rights an abut- 
ting lot owner may have in trees grown 
and maintained 'by him in front of his 
premises, must., of necessity and in. the 
nature of things, 'be, subordinate to the 
rights of the general public in the street, 
and to the control of the street by the 
city authoriies as trustees for the public. 
Nor is the fact that the establishment of 
he curb lines in accordance with the 
1000 
ordinance may result in leaving 


somewhat more space for sidewalk and 
tree culture on one side of the street 
than on the other, evidence that the 
street will not be made, 'by the enforce- 
ment, of the ordinance, more safe, com- 
modious and convenient for the general 
uses of the public than it was before. 


It surely would be most deplorable, in 


any instance, that ornamental and use- 
ful shade trees, valued so much by 
an 


individual who has nurtured them, and 
by the pu'blic, should be destroyed; -and 
it is to be regretted that some means 
has not 'been devised., or some mutually

Feed fivo 
pounds each of bran and corn to each 
cow giving a full flow, of milk and 
then give al! of the eorn stover -and 
hay the animals will cut for roughage. 
The g*ruin may be' given .in the dry 
form provided the animals are watered 
onco or twice' a day, having oppoi'tur 
city to get all they care to drink. 


Care of tho Calves.

Corrotn and Tnrsilps. 


Carrots in reasonable amounts are 


excellent feed for milk cows and have 
no tendency whatever to dry them off. 
Frozen cabbage leaves are not fit food 
for cows or any other animals, but 
they will have no tendency to produce- 
blindness. A great rnanj' people feed 
turnips and think them excellent for 
cows. They have a tendency to taint 
the milk, especially if fed just before 
or at milking time. If fed immediate? 
ly after milking, this tendency is re- 
duced to its minimum. The fresh tops 
of turnips and beets make a very good 
relish for cows, but afford very little 
nutriment. They should be fedf spar- 
ingly and after cows have partially 
appeased their appetite and not just 
before milking, 


Cut Toni.- Cane Fodder. 


It is wanton waste to throw l!odder 


corn in the whole stalk before cows, 
especially if the canes are spread about 
the fields. The cattle will destroy with 
their hoofs at least half of the fodder 
BO fed. It will always pay to cut the 
cases up and feed them from the 
manger. 


Timothy Hay to Produce Milk, 
Timothy liny is given a somewhat 


higher feeding valne than corn fodder, 
but practical farmers claim to find 
little difference in the results .which are 
obtained f_rojaj them,

Buff JerscT'a Besrariptloa of the Re- 


frigerator He Mnde. 


In 1892 I put a small room in a South 


Dakota creamery that would hold 600 
pounds', of butter, ^fritea Bnff Jersey 
in Hoard's .Dairyman, The. creamery 
room.was so smail that the refrigerator 
stood only four feet from boiler, a very 
trying position, but for all that the 
temperature was at 42 degrees. We 
are using a chest' that I built that 
holds 400 pounds of one pound prints 
and 300 pounds of ice. I have often 
weighed the drip, and when the room 
was up to 96 or 100 degrees the waste 
was but one pound per hour. This 
cooler costs just $11.05 for material. 


I will give as brief a description of the 


.manner of making as possible. For a 
room of any size make bottom first o£ 
four or six inch flooring. To start, cut 
flooring enough for first course, the 
width the room,is to be and length; 
take 2 by 2' inch strips, lay them down

eighteen dncfcss apart and on them lay 
two thicknesses' of-'"best odorless build- 
ing paper, and' on these strips nail the 
flooring.: -'Turn the floor over, so nnked. 
strips -re-ill ba uppermost (the strips 
are three laches 'shorter all round than 
the flooring). Now put on two more 
thicknesses' of paper and tay on flooring 
Hush -with strips: Cut another set of 
strips three inches shorter than tho 
floor you now have; lay on these two 
more thicknesses of paper and put on, 
a last course of flooring. 


You now have two perfect dead air 


spaces, which are better nonconduc- 
tors than, any filling and will always bo 
sweet. Inside of room sides are put on 
same as botton except at the corners, 
where, ns a matter of precaution, I al- 
ways put an extra thickness of paper 
as I add the flooring. In height of 


| building leave enough' room overhead 
1 for ice chamber "(2 feet G inches is'about 


right). - Now conies tke principal fea- 
ture of the room—namely, the ice racks. 


Four inches' below where the two 


foot sis iiJch lino is from the ceiling 
of the cooler nali securely a 2,by 4 
scantling on long way of cooler, up, 
aud three inches apart.' Those drip 
boards rest just over drain; four inches 
is room enough. Directly under the 
three inch; space and two or three 
inches lower down place concave two 
by sixes, one end resting on dri.>n and 
other end a little higher. You now 
have an open palj,"-.can see ice every 
six inches, bat'no water can drop on 
floor. The drip boards ^are not fasten- 
ed, but can be taken down and washed 
readily.OThe' racfe for .ice is not 
fastened,' but .can be removed 
at 


any tyne. Make doors on same plan as 
sides arid bottom. This roomy built as 
above, will, hold the same degree of 
temperature at all "times, , and 3s very 
inexpensive. Outside can ba finished 
with corm'ce ami panel work if one so 
desires. Put on two or three coats of 
paint, anyway. 


While much has been done toward 


improving curing rooms, the number 
that still remain in a poor condition 
is sufficient to cause- much Joss in 
both quality and weight in the general 
output everywhere. Dairy World says 
it has been found that cheese cured in 
a room where the temperature could' 
not be regulated lost from one-half to 
1 coot per pound in value besides a se- 
rious shrinkage in weight. 


So great has been the loss generally 


during the last few years from poor 
curing rooms that were all factories 
put in proper condition enough would 
be saved in one year to cover the entire 
expense involved. This has been am- 
ply demonstrated by experiments con- 
ducted by Professor Dean at the On- 
tario Agricultural college, Mr. J. A. 
Ruddick at Ottawa and also at the 
Geneva (X. Y.) experiment station. By 
each of the above ollicinls and institu- 
tions it was found that a temperature 
higher than Go degrees is injurious to 
cheese in the curing stage. 


ClieesemaUJiJs For Profit. 


Good cheese will always bring good 


prices, said a speaker at the meeting 
of ti;e Wisconsin Cheesemakers' asso- 
ciation. 
He regretted, however, that 


there is not a thoroughly equipped 
cheese factory in the state.

M. Scott advo- 
cated the- coming together of cheese- 
makers for the purpose of comparing 
their products and profiting by each 
other's experience. 


PRECAUTIONS FOR SUMMER. 


Hovr .to Guard Acalnat. Ills Gauged' 


br Hot Wentfcer. 


Summer is the time for health, or 


should be for those who know how to 
profit by it, yet it has special dangers 
which innst be guarded against. These 
are mostly due. to the heat, and the 
higher the thermometer rises and the 
longer It stays high the greater they 
are. 


The chief sufferers are city dwellers, 


and it is of them mainly that ono 
thinks In very hot weather and espe- 
cially of the poor in the cities, 
says the Youth's Companion. They, 
live usually in contracted quarters in 
high tenements In small, poorly ven- 
tilated, sunless rooms. Cleanliness is 
often impossible to them, for even if 
certain families are clean they suffer 
from the dirt of their neighbors. It is 
almost impossible for them to get 
fresh and well prepared food, and the 
walls of their houses and the pave- 
ments of the/ streets, baked during the 
day in tho merciless sun, give out their 
heat like so many immense ovens 
through the night. 


This can be endured for a short pe- 


riod, but as the heated term drags on, 
day and night, without relief, the con- 
ditions become worse" and worse and 
finally deadly. Children, especially ba- 
bies, suffer most, but all, young and 
old alike, are threatened at such a time. 


The two chief ills are sunstroke, the 


direct result of the stifling heat, and 
digestive disturbances caused by food 
which has begun to spoil. Much, how- 
ever, can be done to avert these ills. 
Those who are obliged to be in tho 
streets during the day shoulQ carry 
umbrellas and be deliberate in their 
movements. They should be lightly 
and loosely clad and abstemious in 
food and drink. The less meat the bet- 
ter, and no wine or beer should be 
taken. 


In the house the air should have 


free access to every part, especially 
to the bedrooms and living rooms. It 
is a foolish practice to close- the win- 
dows and draw'the shades, as so many 
do! It ia a'fact that this of ten" does 
keep the temperature a deg'ree or two 
lower than the outside air, but the 
confined air soon- grows stagnant and 
unfit to breathe, it i? far better to 
have an uuappreciable increase of heat 
and to have the air fresh and con- 
stantly changing. 


Water is the great supporter in hot 


weather—water internally and water 
externally—not ice water, but cool wa- 
ter. Much water, little food, free air, 
moderate exercisie, long rests, avoid- 
ance of the noonday sun and scrupu- 
lous cleanliness—these are the preven- 
tives of disease in the worst o'f torrid 
spells. 


How to MnUe Konm!»». 


Take two quarts of milk, two table- 


spoonfuls of sugar, one-third of a cake 
of compressed yeast and three table- 
spoonfuls of water. Heat the milk to 
100 degrees F. Dissolve one-third of a 
yeast cake in two tablespoonfuls of the 
milk. Boil the sugar with three table- 
spoonfuls of cold water. Mix all to- 
gether and bottle at once. Cork firmly 
and stand in a warm place (70 degrees) 
over night. Next morning place the 
bottles carefully on their sides in a 
cool place for twenty-four hours. Open 
with a tap or use ordinary beer bottles. 


to Clean. Pearls. 


' Most of us have hec.rd that the ideal 
,way of preserving to a string of real 
pearls their exquisite coloring and lus- 
ter is to always wear them round the 
neck—that is to say, next to the skin. 
Since, however, some people may ob- 
ject to this method, an excellent way 
of cleaning these beautiful jewels is to 
put them in a soft cloth and sprinkle 
them with salt. Then tie them up in 
the cloth and rinse in tepid water till 
the salt is dissolved, when you may re- 
move the pearls and carefully dry 
them. 


HOYF to Bnlce Potntoe* Qniokly. 
Put the potatoes into boiling salted 


water and boil for ten minutesi; pour 
off the water end put the potatoes into 
a quick oven and bake until soft. It 
will take half the time to bake the po- 
tatoes in this manner 'that it will by 
the method of putting cold Into the 
oven. As soon as the' potatoes are soft 
break the skin immediately. This al- 
lows the steam tq escape. The pota- 
toes will be drier and .whiter by break- 
ing the skin. 


HOTT to Rem.ove Tight Ring*. 


To remove a tight rlngf from tho fin- 


ger pass a piece of linen thread or fine 
twine under the ring and wind it round 
and round the finger toward the tip. 
Then take the end below the ring and 
gradually unwind it. During tho proc- 
ess the ring will be gently pushed up- 
warfl till, little by little, it has moved 
along the string to a thinner part of 
the finger, whence it is easily removed.

Ho\v to Make Gam Water. 


To make gum water take one ounce 


of the best picked gum a ruble and one 
quart of water. Put the gum in the 
water in a stoppered bottle and put in 
n warm place, occasionally shaking till 
all is dissolved. A teaspooiiful taken 
occasionally for troublesome coughs is 
useful in allaying irritation. 


How to Make Harlequin Sandwiches. 


Any mixture may be used for harle- 


quin sandwiches, but a layer of white 
and a layer of brown bread should :con-.

Destructive Inaect*. 


' When the habits of moths are un'der- 
etood, they can be more effectually pre- 
vented. The moth millers mike' their 
appearance in early spring. They are 
torpid during the day, ,bnt are very ac- 
tive in the evening. During May and 
June they deposit their eggr in dark 
places. When a moth miller has laid 
its quota of eggs, it dies. The eggs'are. 
very small and are batched In about 
two weeks. 


The young worm begins its destruc- 


tive work at onco and continues Until 
cold weather, says What to Eat Ht is 
torpid and harmless during the winter. 
In late winter it changes into a chrysa- 
lis aud later into a winged moth. If 
these winged moths are not allowed to 
enter the house to deposit their eggs, 
there will be no trouble ivith moths. 
The window and door screens should 
be placed in the windows and doors 
early in the season and a close ;wateh 
kept for the moth miller. •„ 


Moths.always work in .the dark. Furs 


and-^ooten clothing .have a special at- 
traction for them, nfhd a soiled gar- 
ment or a .ditty spot on;a garment will 
attract' them'! hence'Vevery garment 
should "be clean when Tt Is put away 
for the summer.

When dry, sprinkle ground 


black pepper along the baseboards. 


Horr to'Clean Wall Paper. 


To clean wall paper without injury 


to its gloss or general effect take four 
ounces of pumice stone in fine powder- 
ed form and mis: it with one quart of 
flour. When this has been thoroughly 
done with the hands add enough water 
to knead the mess into a thick dough. 
Form the dough into;several rolls about 
as long as the width of each strip of 
wall paper and two Inches in diameter. 
Wrap some white cotton cloth around 
each roll and stretch it in place; then 
boll about three-quarters- of an hour. 
In that 'time the d6ugh" rolls' are firm 
and the covering cnn' be removed. Rub 
the soiled paper with" these rolls. Not 
only will ordinary dirt spots be re- 
moved, but grease will be absorbed by 
them. 
After' rubbing carefully dust 


the paper, and if more spots remain 
repeat the process. 


Hovr to Cure Bee StlnBTB. 


First pull tho sting from the flesh, 


then bruise the fresh leaves of the com- 
mon weed known as vervain and rub 
the wound well with them, after which 
bind to it a plaster of the crushed
